Governor of the State of Louisiana: 

The Railroad Commission of Louisiana respectfully submits its- 
Eighth Annual Report. 

It is not the purpose of the Commission to renew in this Report 
recommendations which were made in its last Annual Report, and in 
other Reports previously made, urging that the powers of the Com- 
mission be so enlarged as to enable it to more effectively carry out the 
objects for which it was created, for the reason that the Legislature 
will not meet before the spring of 1908, and as the Commission will 
issue another report before that time, it is considered best that such, 
recommendations be reserved for the next Annual Report, which will 
be placed in the hands of the legislators in time for full consideration. 

It is, however, the determination of the Commission to urge the 
adoption of laws which will materially strengthen its powers, correct 
defects existing in the present law, and which experience has shown 
to be essential to the proper carrying out of the provisions of the 
Constitution of the State of Louisiana creating this Commission. 

The refusal of the last Legislature to enact reasonable laws recom- 
mended by this Commission in its last Annual Report, has left the 
Commission without the power to promptly enforce its orders, and 
the defects in the law which have formerly been pointed out, still 
exist. It is hoped and expected by the Commission that the next 
Legislature will see the wisdom and necessity of such laws as will 
be recommended, and that they will be adopted. In no other way can 
the Commission reach its full mission of usefulness to the people of 
the State of Louisiana. 
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WORK OF THE OFFICE. 

It is necessary to repeat that during the past year the work of the 
Commission has steadily increased. The routine work of the office 
has so materially increased during the year 1906 that it is almost 
beyond the ability of the present office force to attend properly to the 
various duties incumbent upon them in properly conducting the office 
of the Commission. There are many reasons for this. The year 
1906 was one of great activity pmong the railroads, both in develop- 
ment, and in changing their methods of publishing tariffs, on account 
of the requirements of the Hepburn Act. The agitation against rail- 
roads has had its effect also, and the people, alert to their interests, 
have more promptly availed themselves of the remedies offered by 
the Commission's supervisory powers than ever before in the historv 
of the country. Inquiries from every source, upon all phases of thj 
railroad question, have reached the office of the Commission, and 
have necessitated much additional labor in the attention they havj 
received. 

There are now on file with the Commission approximately 10,000 
tariffs, of all carriers in the State, under the control jof the Commis- 
sion. The office correspondence has nearly doubled what it was in 
1905, and the number of Annual Reports made to the Commission 
<iuring the year has largely increased.

COMPLAINTS. 

The number of complaints reaching the Commission during the 
year 1906 has far exceeded the number in any previous year. The 
number of hearings has been greater, and more frequent, and the 
number of decisions rendered also larger than in any previous year. 

Informal complaints often reach the Commission, which are settled 
''out of court," by satisfactory adjustment. Such cases do not appear 
on the records of the Commission, and as they affect only the party 
complaining and the carrier against whom the complaint is made, they 
are not known of by the public, and the Commission does not attempt 
to give any statement of them in its Annual Report. Measured with 
the formal complaints, they far outnumber them, and in importance 
they cannot be much less than the "general" orders, as such adjust- 
ments frequently inure to the benefit of the public. 

Questions of grave importance and general interest have been before 
the Commission during the year, and progress has been made towards 
the lessening of the evils which cause complaints against the operations 
of railroads and other public service corporations. 



RECIPROCAL DEMURRAGE AND CAR SHORTAGE. 

Louisiana has suffered from the shortage of cars to move its pro- 
ducts in no less degree than has the entire country, and her people 
have paid dearly for this costly inefficiency of the railroads, whether it 
be due to their-tnanagements, or to causes which their builders did 
not foresee. The trouble began in the early days of the Commission's 
existence, and has increased with startling rapidity, until, during the 
past fall and winter, the shortage of cars became a question of national 
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interest, and of untold human suffering. Long before the conditions 
reached their present seriousness, the Commission began its investiga- 
tions into this yet unsolved question, and attempted to apply remedies 
by enacting what is popularly called a "reciprocal demurrage rule.'* 
The rule adopted by the Commission is familiar to the shippers and 
transportation companies of the State. Under this rule, it was pro- 
vided that a shipper, by depositing a small amount ($5.00 per car), 
for each car ordered, might obtain one car every ten days. There 
were certain stipulations in the rule, which had to be complied with 
by the shipper, as well as the carrier; but no provision was made for 
accidents, wrecks, or ** unreason able causes of delay." There were 
very few tests of the rule, for the reason that the supply of cars which 
might be obtained under it were entirely inadequate for the uses of the 
large shipper, and the small shipper found it more advantageous to 
apply in the ordinary way to a railroad company's agent, and take his 
chances in getting a car. 

l*he Commission held further investigations, and found the evil 
increasing, and recognized the claim made by shippers that the rule 
did not afford a remedy. Accordingly, in June, 1906, the Commis- 
sion amended its rule on the subject, and required the railroad com- 
panies to furnish two cars every five days when written demand was 
made upon the railroad company by the shipper, accompanied by a 
deposit of five dollars for each car ordered. The rule also provided 
■for **un reasonable causes of delay," which, in the opinion of the Com- ' 
mission's legal adviser, the Attorney General, were necessary in order 
to make the rule conform to the decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, in the Texas case. 

The last rule referred to now stands in the Rules and Regulations 
of the Commission, and is in effect. No proceeding has been instituted 
by any railfoad company to have it set aside. It is, however, limited 
in its effectiveness. Some railroads contend that the rule applies only 
on orders for cars to be loaded for shipments to be made between 
points in the State of Louisiana, and refuse to recognize the demand 
of a shipper for cars to be loaded with freight to be shipped to a 
point in another State. The Commission has before it, at this time, 
complaints on this point, and it is likely that some test will be made 
of the application of the rule in such cases. Undoubtedly, the rule 
has been of some benefit. It has afforded the shipper occasional car- 
loads of freight, to secure cars for State shipments, at least, without 
protest. It has led to a prompt reporting to the Commission of fail- 
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ures on the part of a railroad company to furnish cars, and has thus 
placed the Commission in a position to investigate specific cases, and 
prevent discriminations in the distribution of the cars that are obtain- 
able. 

We have no instances where a carrier has refused to pay the demur- 
rage assessed against them for failure to furnish the cars in accord- 
ance with the terms of the rule, so presume where it has been due it 
has been paid. 

But the question is far from settled. New phases of it are con- 
stantly rising to the surface, and greater suffering to commercial in- 
terests reported. So extreme has been the conditions in some parts ot 
the State that mills have been closed down, and sometimes abandond, 
on account of their inability to ship out their products. In fact, it is 
authentically reported to the Commission that, in certain sections of 
the State, shippers are using force to secure cars, by taking possession 
of them when they arrive on the sidetracks and holding possession of 
them by the use of shotguns. Surely when a people are wrought up ta 
such a temper the conditions are inexpressibly serious ! 

The remedy has not yet been reached. The question is one inter- 
woven with all the intricate problems of transportation, and while 
suggestions have been made by eminent authorities, no solution has 
been found which might be applied that would be practicable. The 
Commission is studying this question with the hope that an adequate 
remedy may be found, and will be one of the first to adopt any 
measure that seems at all practicable or useful. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

The Rules and Regulations of the Commission have been changed 
slightly during the year, and the amended rules are printed in full in 
an Appendix in this Report. 



OFFICIAL MAP. 

The rapid development of the railway system of the State, the ex- 
tension of telephone lines, and the improvement of waterways, and 
other facilities of transportation, demand that any map which pretends 
to accurately portray the conditions in Louisiana, must be frequently 
revised and corrected. The Commission's map is therefore published 
annually, and shows the changes which take place during the year. 
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The new edition of the Commission's official map, which is issued as 
a Supplement to this Report, will show the entire transportation sys- 
tem of the State, and accurate information regarding the State in 
general. 

The Commission's official map has been recommended by the Su- 
perintendent of Public Education, to be used in the public schools of 
the State. It is generally regarded as the most accurate map of the 
State published. 



RAILWAY MILEAGE. 

The Commission is pleased to announce that the past year has 
shown a decided increase in the operated railroad mileage in Louisi- 
ana. The tables in Part II of this Report will show in detail the 
mileage of each railroad, and it will be seen that the increase in mile- 
age during the year ending June 30, 1906, has only been exceeded in 
one year (1904) since the organization of the Commission. The 
railway mileage in Louisiana has doubled in the eight years since the 
Commission was organized, and is constantly increasing. The mile 
age built in the year 1906 entitles Louisiana to the rank of second 
place among the States of the United States, in new mileage built. 
The year 1907 will show even a greater number of new miles of rail- 
ivay built than in 1906, if all of the present undertakings are carried 
out, and there is no reason to doubt that they will be. 



LITIGATION. 

The Commission has found the carriers of the State more litigious 
during the past year than at any time since its organization. It is 
true there have been a greater number of orders entered against the 
carriers by the Commission ; but it is a matter of general interest to 
state that in nearly all cases where a general rate order has been 
Entered by the Commission, there has been a suit entered against the 
Commission by the railroad companies to have the order set aside. 
A few instances will emphasize this statement: In 1905 the Com- 
mission attempted to reduce the rates for the transportation of cotton 
seed and cotton seed products between stations on the Texas & Pacific 
Railway, by adopting a mileage scale of rates. The Company imme- 
diately took out an injunction against the Commission, preventing 
the enforcement of the order, and the matter has not yet come to trial. 
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In the summer of 1907 the Commission attempted to reduce the rates 
for the transportation of sugar cane between points in Louisiana, and 
adopted a scale of rates which were not as low as rates charged in 
other States for the same service. Promptly the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company, the Yazoo & Mississippi Valley Railroad Company, 
the Texas & Pacific Railway Company, and the Morgan's Louisiana 
& Texas Railroad Company, enjoined the Commission from putting 
the order into effect, and all during the season of 1906 the shippers of 
sugar cane paid the higher rates. An order was entered against the 
Cumberland Telephone & Telegraph Company in 1906, and this 
company enjoined the Commission from putting the reduced rates into 
effect. In former Reports the Commission has directed attention to 
other cases over which there has occurred litigation, and has referred 
to compromises which have been made in order to get the cases out 
of Court, and have the shippers receive at least some benefit from the 
decisions of the Commission. 

.The Attorney General has handled the Commission's cases with 
skill, and with as little delay as possible, in the crowded condition 
of his office. 



FINES COLLECTED. 

The Commission has found it necessary to inflict fines during the 
year for violations of its rules and orders, and has collected most of 
these fines before the suits for their collection came to trial. The 
following is a list of the fines assessed by the Commission since its or- 
tganization, and the disposition of each case: 

Y. & M. V. R. R. Co. fined $1,000 for failure to comply with 
rule requiring all trains to stop at courthouse sites. Fine was re- 
mitted, as company subsequently complied with the rule. 

H. & S. R. R. Co. fined $250 for increasing rates on -cotton without 
-the consent and authority of the Commission. Fine paid to State 
Treasurer. 

K. C. S. Ry. Co. fined $1,000 for removing Guy's Spur without 
consent of the Commission. Case was appealed from the Commis- 
sion's ruling, and on final hearing the. State Supreme Court held the 
offense did not warrant the fine, but sustained the Commission's 
power to require that permission be obtained for the removal of all 
^switches and spurs. 

K. C. S. Ry. Co. fined $1,000 for discontinuing sale of tickets at 
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HoUingsworth. Fine has not been paid, and suit to collect same is 
pending. 

St. L. Swn. Ry. Co. fined $100 for violating rule requiring that 
ladies* toilets be provided at stations. Suit to collect the fine is 
pending. 

Steamboats Warren and Trudeau each fined $100 for violation of 
rule requiring that all freight offered for shipment must be accepted. 
Fine remitted, and decision reversed, recognizing the right of a boat 
to make bona fide engagements for freight in advance. 

Cumberland Telephone & Telegraph Company fined $2,000 for 
charging more than toll rates authorized by the Commission. Suit 
to set aside the order was filed, and the District Court decreased x}\t 
fine to $250. On appeal, the Circuit Court of Appeals increased the 
fine to $400, and the Supreme Court refused to grant a writ of 
review. The Commission obtained, therefore, final judgment for 
$400 and costs. 

K. C. S. Ry. Co., T. & P. Ry. Co., fined each $2,000 for charg;- 
ing more than rates established by the Commission on shipments of 
staves intended for export. An appeal was taken from the order of 
the Commission, and a temporary injunction granted the railroad 
companies, preventing the Commission from enforcing the order, and 
the Attorney General from entering a suit to collect the fines. The 
Circuit Court of Appeals sustained the injunction proceedings, and 
remanded the case for trial on its merits. Pending on appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

St. L., I. M. & S. Ry. Co. and T. & P. Ry. Co. each fined $2,000 
for charging more than rates established by the Commission on ship- 
ments of staves intended for export. The case is in the same status as 
the one next above. 

Louisiana Western R. R. Co. fined $500 for violation of Rules 
governing the furnishing of cars. Suit was entered by the Commis- 
sion for the collection of this fine, and the trial was had before the 
Judge of the Twenty-second Judicial District Court. Before render- 
ing a decision, the Judge resigned, and the case must be tried de novo. 

The T. & P. Ry. Co. fined $100 for failure to post bulletin board 
at White Castle. Fine paid. 

St. L., I. M. & S. Ry. Co fined $100 for failing to post bulletin 
board when train was late, at Riverton. Fine paid. 

T. & P. Ry. Co. fined $100 for failing to post bulletin board at 
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Alexandria when train was late. Fine has not been paid. Suit was 
filed to enforce same. Pending. 

N. O. & N. W. R. R. Co. fined $ioo for not having lights in 
<iepot at Ferriday. Fine paid. 

La. & Nw. R. R. Co. fined $ioo for not having separate waitin? 
rooms in depot at Bienville. Fine paid. 



DEPOTS. 

Many orders have been issued by the Commission during the year 
requiring that new depots be built, or that old depots be improved so 
as to meet the requirements of the traffic of the line on which they 
are located. 

On account of the bitter controversies which have occasionally 
arisen over the location of depots, the Commission has determined to 
enforce strictly, in the future, its rule requiring that permission shall 
first be obtained from the Commission before any new depot is located 
and constructed. By passing upon such matters in advance of possi- 
ble controversy between factions which may be interested in having 
the depot located at a particular point, the Commission hopes to be 
able to avoid disputes upon this subject. 



TRAIN SERVICE. 

The train service which is provided by the different railroads oper- 
ating in Louisiana is, in some respects, below the requirements of the 
traffic. This applies principally to the shorter lines of railroad, 
which operate only a few local trains, and specially those which op- 
erate only one train each way a day. There are, fortunately, but few 
railroads in the State giving such service, and the Commission hopes, 
within a short time, either by the voluntary acts of the railroad com- 
panies, or through the orders they may issue, that this defect in the 
train service will be eliminated. 

The equipment in use in Louisiana, as a whole, is not what it is 
expected should be furnished by railroads that pay the proper atten- 
tion to the comfort of the public. It is with much surprise that the 
Commission has found some of the oldest railroads in the State oper- 
ating antiquated, poorly ventilated and leaky coaches. The trains 
in which these coaches are used are often interstate trains, and make 
long runs, being filled most of the time with travelers. So far as 
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the through trains are concerned, the service is generally good, except 
that there appears to be an inability on the part of the railroad com- 
panies to run their trains on schedule time. There are many reasons 
for delays in the operation of trains, and the safety of human life 
depends upon the caution with which a train is operated. Aside from 
this, there are often good reasons for delaying a train, such, for in- 
stance, as waiting a reasonable length of time at connecting points 
for through passengers, which, if not done, would subject many trav- 
elers to delays at small junction points, which would only make them 
'more dissatisfied with the service than if they arrived late at their 
destination. Some one must, in all cases of delayed trains, be discom- 
forted, and the one who is aggrieved complains; but the Railroad 
Commission of Louisiana has yet found no practical means of requir- 
ing that trains run exactly on their schedules, and their knowledge 
of the operation of trains, gained from investigations into causes for 
delay, leads them to the conclusion that there ^re only rare instances 
of trains being late where the causes might have been avoided. 



EXPRESS RATES AND SERVICE. 

Th Commission has, during the year, caused a complete change to 
be made in the manner of publishing express rates, and now requires 
that every express agent in Louisiana shall be supplied with a tariff 
sheet showing plainly the rates to every other express office in Lou- 
isiana, both local, or on the route of a connecting company. A rate 
book is then filed with the Commission, containing a duplicate of each 
tariff sheet furnished at the different offices in the State, and it is 
simply a matter of reference for any shipper to check the rate he is 
charged for any express service in Louisiana. The simplification of 
these tariffs, the Commission believes, will prevent any overcharges 
or discriminations in the future. 



STEAMBOATS, RATES AND SERVICE. 

The steamboats operating in Louisiana have rendered excellent 
service during the year. Shipments are moved more promptly, and 
w^ith greater dispatch than by rail, and the public has shown a strong 
appreciation of the service by dividing their shipments, whenever 
practicable, between the rail lines and the water routes. The car 
shortage has contributed greatly to the additional tonnage hauled by 
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boats, and at some points where there is rail competition, in the ex- 
treme northern portion of the State, almost the entire cotton crop 
has been moved by water. The service is usually prompt, claims for loss 
or damage are quickly adjusted without unnecessary delays, and the 
Commission believes that the full value of our endless waterways will 
eventually be developed on account of the increasing prosperity of 
the State. 



TELEPHONE SERVICE. 

The telephone service in Louisiana has been greatly extended dur- 
ing the year, and many improvements have been made in equipment 
and service. 

Realizing that a great part of the business of the telephone compa- 
nies is done over long distance telephones, and appreciating the im- 
portance of this service to the commercial world, the Commission, in 
August, 1906, entered an order reducing the charges for long distance 
conversations between points in Louisiana about thirty per cent. The 
Cumberland Telephone & Telegraph Company took out injunction 
proceedings against the Commission, before the order went into effect, 
and the case is awaiting trial in the Federal Court. The Commis- 
sion hopes to be sustained in its order, thus securing for the people of 
the State lower rates for telephone service than they have been paying. 



TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 

The complaints against the service furnished by the Western Union 
Telegraph Company during the past year, have been frequent, and 
annoying to the public. The principal cause of complaint has been 
due to delays in transmitting messages, or in delivering messages to 
addressees after they arrived at their destination. The Commission is 
taking such steps as it believes will cause a decided improvement in 
this service in the near future. There have been few complaints 
against the Postal Telegraph service. 



SLEEPING CAR SERVICE. 

There have been but few complaints reaching the Commission 
relative to sleeping car service, which appears to be generally satisfac- 
tory. 
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STATISTICS. 

For want of space and time, the Commission has omitted from this 
report the resume of the statistical tables; usually embodied in th * 
letter of transmittal, and refers all those who may be interested to 
Part II of this report, in which tables will be found, showing, in 
great detail, the financial condition and operations of all the corpora- 
tions or public services under their control. 



CHANGES IN THE COMMISSION. 

For the second time in its existence of eight years, the personnel 
of the Commission has been partly changed. 

Commissioner J. J. Meredith, on December 6, 1906, succeeded 
Past-Commissioner W. L. Foster, as representative from the Third 
Railroad Commission District. 



CONCLUSION. 

The Commission concludes its remarks with the hope that the 
coming year may be fruitful of splendid results in railroad develop- 
ment in the State, and that the people of Louisiana may be more and 
more benefited by its rulings and its efforts to deal fairly and impar- 
tially in all matters which may come before it.

Opinion of Hon. Walter Guion, Attorney Oerierah upon the question of 
the right of the Commission to require one railroad company 
to send its cars off its line onto the line of another railroad com- 
pany.

Dear Sir — Your letter of 5th Inst, has not been answered until this 
tiniB because I have been too busy to examine the question submitted 
to me by you. 

You state that **a shipper living on the line of one railroad desires 
cars shipped to points on another railroad," and that the **railroad 
company upon which the shipment originates refuses to furnish Its 
own cars to be sent off of its own line onto the line of the other rail- 
road," and you ask me whether the Railroad Commission of this State 
has the "authority and 'power to establish a rule requiring any rail- 
road company to furnish cars for shipments to points on another 
railroad." * 

If I understand correctly the proposition submitted to me, it is 
as follows: 

A resides on a certain line of railway, which we will designate 
as Railway No. 1, and desires to make a shipment of freight, orig- 
inating on that line, to be carried by that Railway in its own cars, to 
be delivered by it to a connecting carrier which, for the sake of con- 
venience we will call Railway No. 2; and the question which I am 
asked to answer is whether Railway No. 1 may he required to furnish 
its cars in order to carry such freight to the line of railway No. 2, to be 
there transported in such cars by the latter to its destination. 

I do not think there can be any doubt that Railway No. 1 may be 
compelled to furnish to such shipper suitable cars for the transporta-

tion of the freight orl^nating on its line, in order that the same may 
be carried beyond such line to a point of destination on the line of 
Railway No. 2, nor can there be any doubt that the latter Railway 
company may be required to haul the cars of Railway No. 1 with their 
contents, if delivered by that Railway company to be carried to the 
point of destination on the line of Railway No. 2. 

Whether or not the initial carrier can be compelled to deliver its 
cars to a connecting carrier, as well as the freight contained therein, 
is, however, the quefftion which you ask me, and the one which I will 
now answer. 

In my opinion, the initial carrier cannot be compelled by an order 
of the Railroad Commission to deliver its cars to a connecting carrier 
so that the latter may transport the same to destination; the delivery 
of its cars, under such circumstances, being a matter of contract be- 
tween the carriers themselves, and, as said by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in Central Stock Yards vs. Louisville etc. Ry. Co., 
192 U. S. 571, a railroad company cannot be required to hand its cars 
"over to another railroad without a contract, and the courts have no 
authority to dictate a contract to the defendant or require it to make 
one," 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that the Commission is "without 
authority and power to establish a rule requiring any railroad company 
to furnish cars for shipments* to points on another railroad," where 
such cars are to be delivered over to such other railroad.

OPINIONS BY THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 



In reply I beg to state that the only act of the legislature of this 
State which deals with the subject of Joint rates or joint control ot 
rates charged by public service corporations is act No. 24 of 1904. 

Section 2 of that set distinctly declares that "nothing in this act 
shall be construed to mean that any telephone or telegraph company 
shall be required to connect its wiree or apparatus with the wires or 
apparatus of any other telephone or telegraph company." 

You will see that by express statute providing for such connec- 
tions, the Commisffion is without power or authority to require a tele- 
phone company to connect its wires, exchanges or telephone instruments 
with those of another telephone company operated under a difTerent 
or separate management and control.

Dear Sir — I have been very busily engaged ever since your letter 
of l&th inst., concerning the proposed change of name of a railroad 
station from "Bayou Sara" to "St. Francisville," reached me, else it 
would have been answered sooner. The Railroad Ck)mmission ot 
Louisiana is given the power and authority to govern and regulate 
railroad "tariffs and service," but I hardly think it a part of its duty 
to order a railroad corporation to change the name of one of its 
established stations in this State, or to designate the name to be given 
to a station which is to be established, for such action on its part could 
not be defended, if resisted, on the ground of regulation by it of either 
the tariff to be charged, or the service to be given, by a railroad.

Heard February 20, 1906. 

This proceeding was instituted by the Commission upon complaint 
being made in the form of an aflftdavit, by Mr. Henry L. Gueydan, for 
himself and others, to the effect that on various dates in November 
and December, 1905, viz., the 17th, 18th, 20th and 20th of November, 
and the 4th of December, he applied, in writing to the Louisiana Rail- 
road Company at Gueydan, Louisiana, for freight cars to be placed for 
loading at the Gulf Coast Company's Warhouse, at Gueydan, depositing 
the amount required under the Commission's Rules, $5.00 for each car 
ordered, in order to have the said cars delivered within the time 
specified by the said Rules; that the cars applied for on the dates 
mentioned were not delivered to the Gulf Coast Warehouse Company's 
sidings for loading until December 17th, 20th, 21st and 2l8t, respec- 
tively, and not within the time they were required to be delivered 
under the Commission's Rules, whereupon he made a claim upon the 
aitnt and demanded payment of the penalty that had accrued against 
the said Railroad Company for failure to place the cars within the time 
specified, amounting to the sum of Sixty-eight Dollars. 

The case was heard at Baton Rouge on February 20th, 1906, when 
Mr. Henry L. Gueydan, complainant, and Mr. E. B. Cushing, Superin- 
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tendent of the defendant Railroad Company, appeared. No denial was 
made of the facts stated in tha plaintiff's petition. There was a 
slight variance with the facts in that plaintiff stated that he had made 
demand upon the M. L. & T. R. R. ft S. S. Co., while the documents in 
evidence, show that demand was made upon the agent at Gueydan, who 
is the agent of the Louisiana Western Railroad Company, and as both 
Companies were summoned in answer to the complaint, the variance 
is not material. 

The record shows that the demand for the penalties fixed by the 
rules of the Commission, for failure to place cars for loading within 
the time specified, namely, ten days for the first car, and one car every 
five days thereafter until all the cars ordered have been furnished, 
was refused by the Company without explanation. The refusal to pay 
the penalty was in direct violation of the Rules of this Commission, 
and specially Rule No. 60, of the Revised Rules and Regulations. The 
defendant Company offered to pay the amount of demurrage, or the 
penalty, whichever it may be called, accruing on the cars which were 
not furnished within the time specified; but the Commission does not 
feel that this is sufficient in a case of direct violation of its rules. The 
Commission is of the opinion that this penalty provided by the rules 
should be paid to the shipper ordering the cars, and that in addition 
that defendant Company should be fined for its violation of the rules.

The petition asks that the Commission issue an order requiring 
the Texas and Pacific Railway Company to discontinue carrying cotton 
past the City of Natchitoches, where a compress is located, and to

The chief contention of petitioners is that the rate of |2.30 a bale 
on cotton to be compressed at Alexandria, applying from Lake Ehid to 
Brevllle, and stations intermediate, causes a condition which operates 
to the disadvantage of Natchitoches. The petition is numerously 
sijnied by cotton planters and cotton buyers in Natchitoches Parish 
and was endorsed by a largely attended mass meeting, held subsequent 
to the date of the hearing, in the City Natchitoches. 

The Commission has carefully considered the case, and while Jit 
does not feel that it can issue the order prayed for requiring that no 
cotton be carried past the City of Natchitoches, it is willing to order 
the cancellation of the rate of |2.30 per bale, applying from Lake E2nd 
to Breville, on the Natchitoches Branch of the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
way, to New Orleans, with privilege of compressing at Alexandria. 

It is therefore 

Ordered, That the Texas and Pacific Railway Company be and is 
hereby required to cancel the rate of |2.30 per bale, on cotton, from 
Lake Ehid, Breville and intermediate stations, to New Orleans, with

Mr. Dreyfous* telephone number, not his name, appeared to 
have been on this list at the time he desired the long distance con- 
nection, which was on a Sunday afternoon. Further evidence showed 
that at Mr. Dreyfous' request, his telephone number was changed from 
a long number, to one containing fewer figures, and in making the 
change, the Company gave him a number which was previously held by 
a subscriber who had given instructions to the Company not to charge* 
any long distance tolls to his telephone. 

The Company was extremely careless in not erasing the number 
from the list of those who did not desire long distance service; but 
the facts do not show any intentional or wilful discrimination. The- 
t^ommission therefore warns the Company that such mistakes in fu- 
ture will not be excused; but do not believe that the facts in the 
present case Justify the inflicting of a fine against the Company^

7 a. m. of the fifth day after written demand, made in the manner and 
form as provided by section 1. 

Sec. 4. The demurrage in such cases assessed against the carrier 
shall be paid by the agent at the depot where notice for cars is given 
within thirty days from the filing of the claim. 

Sec. 5. After the car or cars ordered have been placed in position

Over 15 to 20 miles, inclusive 20 cents. 

When the distance between any two points exceeds twenty milee, 
according to the shortest pole line route, the measurements between 
said stations shall be made according to the air line distance, and the 
charges for a three-minute conversation between such stations shall be: 

From 1 to 10 miles 10 cents. 

Over 10 to 15 miles 15 cents. 

Over 15 to 40 miles 20 cents. 

Over 40 to 50 miles 25 cents. 

Over 50 to 60 miles 30 cents. 

Over 60 to 70 miles 35 cents. 

Over 70 to 80 miles 40 cents. 

Over 80 to 100 miles 45 cents. 

Over 100 miles i^ cent per mile. 

In computing rates between points in different parishes which do 
not join each other, the parish site will be used as the basing point, 
and the rates between all points in such parishes shall be the same as 
the rate betwieen the two county seats. Each parish shall be called a 
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"Sqnare" and given a number, for grreater convenience in computing 
rates. The air line distances shall be used in computing such rates. 

For distances over 100 miles, the actual rate shall be charged, ex- 
cept that whenever a rate does not end in "naught" or "five," the near- 
est figure so ending shall be the correct rate to be charged. 

For conversations lasting longer than three minutes, the rate for 
each additional minute shall not exceed one-third of the rate for three 
minutes. 

Port Bads Line. 

On account of the extra hazardous conditions under which the 
"Port Eads Line" is maintained and operated, an exception is made to 
the rates applying to the stations "Fort St. Philip," "Neptune," "Quar- 
antine," and "Port Eads or Pilot." and the charge for three minute 
conversations to these stations will be the rate to New Orleans, added 
to the rates authorized by this Commission to the stations named.

A 
request to report delivery will be answered by a collect telegram ad- 
dressed to the sender of the original telegram, stating the time ot 
delivery, or, if not delivered, the reason why. 

When a telegram cannot be delivered beoauae the addressee's place 
of business or residence is closed, or because no person with authority 
can be found to receive the telegram, or for other reasons, the messen- 
ger will leave a notice at the place of address to the effect that a tele- 
gram for the addressee is at the office of the company awaiting de- 
livery. 

When a telegram cannot be delivered for the above or other rea- 
sons the sending office will be promptly notified by telegram of the non- 
delivery; a service telegram giving such notice will, if no error be 
found between the address given in the original telegram and that in 
the service telegram be delivered to the sender of the telegram free 
of charge, and any additional information which the sender of the tele- 
gram may be able to give which will enable the company to deliver 
the original telegram will beat once forwarded to the delivery office 
and additional efforts made free of charge to deliver the telegram.

ARTICLES OF THE CONSTITUTION OF 1898, CREATING THE 

RAILROAD COMMISSION OF LOUISIANA/ AND DEFINING 

ITS DUTIES AND POWERS 



Article 283. A Railroad, Express, Telephone, Telegraph, Steam- 
boat and other Water Craft, and Sleeping Car Commission, is hereby 
created; to be composed of three members, to be elected from the dis- 
tricts hereinafter named, at the time fixed for the Congressional elec- 
tion of 1898. Of the three commissioners elected in the year 1898, one 
shall serve two years, one shall serve four years, and one shall serve six 
years, the period each is to serve to be determined by lot; thereafter 
the commissioners from each district shall be elected for a term of six 
years. They shall be known as the Railroad Commission of Lrouisiana. 
The Commission shall meet and open an office and have its domicile at 
Baton Rouge, and shall elect one of their number chairman, and may ap- 
point a secretary at a salary of fifteen hundred dollars per annum, and 
may meet and hold regular or special hearings at such other places as 
they may find necessary. No member of this Convention shall be 
eligible to election or appointment as a member of said Commission, 
prior to the year 1908. 

Art. 28*4. The power and authority is hereby vested in the Com- 
mission, and it is hereby made its duty, to adopt, change or make reason- 
able and Just rates, charges and regulations, to govern and regulate 
railroad, steamboat and other water craft, and sleeping car, freight and 
passenger tariffs and service, express rates, telephone and telegraph 
charges, to correct abuses, and prevent unjust discrimination and extor- 
tion in the rates for the same, on the different railroads, steam*boat and 
other water craft, sleeping car, express, telephone and telegraph lines ot 
this State, and to prevent such companies froln charging any greater 
compensation in the aggregate for the like kind of property or passen- 
gers, or messages, for a shorter than a longer distance over the same 
line, unless authorized by the Commission to do so in special cases; to 
require all railroads to build and maintain suitable .depots, switches and 
appurtenances, wherever the same are reasonably necessary at stations, 
and to inspect railroads and to require them to keep their tracks and 
bridges in a safe condition, and to fix and adjust rates between branch 
or short lines and the great trunk lines with which they connect, and 
to enforce the same by having the penalties hereby prescribed infiicted 
through the proper courts having jurisdiction. • 
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The Commission shall have power to adopt and enforce such reason- 
able rules, regulations, and modes of procedure, aa it may deem proper 
for the discharge of its duties, and to hear and determine complaints 
that may he made against the classification or rates it may establish^ 
and to regulate the mode and manner of all investigations and hearings 
of railroad companies and other parties before it, in the establishment 
of rates, orders, charges, and other acts, required or authorized by these 
provisions. They shall have power to summon and compel the produc- 
tion of books and papers, to take testimony under commission, and to 
punish for contempt, as fully as is provided by law for the district 
■courts. 

Art. 285. If any railroad, express, telephone, telegraph, steamboat 
and other water craft, or sleeping car company, or other party in In- 
terest, be dissatisfied with the decision or fixing of any rate, classifica- 
tion, rules, charge, order, act or regulation, adopted by the Commission, 
such party may file a petition setting forth the cause of objection to 
such decision, act, rule, rate, charge, classification or order, or to either 
or to all of them, in a court of competent jurisdiction, at the domicile .ot 
the Commission, against said Commission as defendant, and either 
party to said action may appeal the case to the Supreme Court of the 
State, without regard to the amount Involveu, and all such cases, both in 
the trial and appellate courts, shall be tried summarily, and by prefer- 
ence over all other cases. Such cases may be tried in the court of the 
first instance either in chambers, or at a term time; provided, all such 
appeals shall be returned to the Supreme Court within ten days after 
the decision of the lower court; and where the Commission appeals, no 
bond shall be required. No bond shall be required of said Commission 
in any case, nor shall advance costs, or other security for cost^, be re- 
quired of the Commission. 

Art. 286. If any railroad, express, telephone, telegraph, steam- 
boat, or other water craft, or sleeping car company, subject hereto, di- 
rectly or indirectly, or by any special rate, rebate, or other advice, s-^ian 
intentionally charge, demand, collect or receive from any person, firm or 
corporation, a greater or less compensation for any service rendered by 
it, than It charges, demands or receives from any other person, firm or 
corporation, for doing a like and contemporaneous service, or shall vio- 
late any of the rates, charges, orders or decisions of said Commission, 
such railroad, steamboat or other water cratt, express, telegraph, tele- 
phone, or other company, shall forfeit and pay to the State not less than 
one hundred dollars, nor more than five thousand dollars, to be recov- 
ered before any court of competent jurisdiction, at the suit of said Com- 
mlsrsion, at the domicile of the Commission or of the company, or at the 
place where the complaint arises, at the option of the Commission. Pro- 
vided, that whenever any rate, order, charge, rule or regulation of the 
Commission is contested in court, as provided for In Article. 285 of the 
Constitution, no fine or penalty for disooedlencc thereto, or disregard 
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thereof, shall be incurred until after said contestation shall have been 
fln-a.lly decided by the courts, and then only for acts subsequently com- 
mitted. 

The power of the Commission shall affect only the transportation ot 
pa»ss*eii£rers, freight, express matter, and telegraph and telephone mes- 
sasros, between points within this State, and the use of such instruments 
witlilii this State. 

.Art. 287. Until otherwise provided by law, the members of the 
Coin mission shall each receive a salary of three thousand dollars per 
enniam, payable monthly on his own warrant, and their actual traveling 
exu^nses, and those of their secretary; which expenses, and the salary 
ot X^Ylg latter, shall be paid on the warrant of the Chairman of the Com- 
txi^-^sion. on a sworn statement of their correctness. 

I^othlng herein shall prevent the railroad, express, telegraph, tele- 
V^iono and steamboat or other water craft, or other companies, from 
serving free of cost, or at reduced rates, the State or any city, parish, or 
town S'overnment, or any charitable purpose, or any fair or expoaition, 
or an>r destitute or indigent person, or the issuance of mileage or ex- 
cursion tickets; nor to prevent railroads, steamboats or other water 
craft, ri*om giving free transportation to ministers of religion, or in-

AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE AND SERVICE OF THE 
PROCESSES OF THE COMMISSION. 

ACT No. 16 OF 1900. 
Act No. 16.) Senate Bill No. 29— By Mr. Price. 

AN ACT 

To carry into effect Article 284 of the Constitution in order to make 
the work of the Railroad Commission of Louisiana more effective, 
by providing for the Issuance and services of notices to witnesses 
and other process issued by it and for the service, execution and 
enforcement of the same; to fix the compensation and mode ot 
payment of the Sheriffs throughout the State for their service; and 
to provide for the punishment for contempt of the authority of said 
Commission. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State ot 
Louisiana, That in all cases where witnesses are required to attend the 
sessions of the Railroad Commission of this State, they shall be notified 
by a summons issued and signed by the Secretary of said Commission* 
and bearing the seal of same, and mailed to them, or which shall be 
served upon them when deemed necessary, by the Sheriff of the Parish 
where they reside or where they may be found, the same as in case ot 
service of a notice to a witness in a civil proceeding as prescribed by 
existing laws. 

Sec. 2. Be It further enacted, etc.. That attachments for witness 
and all other process of orders issued by said Railroad Commission 
shall be Issued and signed by the Secretary of the Commission, and 
shall bear the seal of said Commission, and shall be executed and 
enforced by the Sheriffs of this State in the same manner as in civil 
proceedings before the courts of this State. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Com- 
mission to fine and commit to the Parish Prison of the Parish where 
the Commission may be in session at the time, any witnesses or other 
persons adjudged to be in contempt of the authority of said Commis- 
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sion, the same as in cases of contempt before the Diartrict Courts of 
this State.' 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That in all cases where any SherlS 
whose duty it is hereby made to serve or execute any notice, order, or 
process of any kind, issued by said Railroad Commission, shall fall, 
neglect or refuse to serve or execute the same, then and in that case, 
the said Commission shall have th right to select another Sheriff to 
serve and execute its notices, orders and process. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That any Sheriff who shall fall, neg- 
lect, or refuse to execute the notices, orders, or process of said Com- 
mission, shall be subject to the same penalties for such neglect, failure, 
or refusal as are prescribed in the service and execution of similar 
process in civil cases. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted. That the SherifiCs throughout the 
State shall receive for their services aforesaid the same compensation 
as in the service or execution of notices, orders, or process of a similar 
nature in civil cases, the same to be paid out of the amount appro- 
priated for the expenses of said Commission by the General Assembly. 
Sec. 7. Be it further enacted. That all laws or parts of laws in con- 
flict with this Act or inconsistent with its provisions be and the same 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT MAKING IT THE DUTY OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSION 
OF LOUISIANA TO REGULATE JOINT THROUGH RATES. 

Promulgated July 4, 1904. 

ACT No. 24 OF 1904. 

By Mr. Babington. Senate Bill No. 48. 

AN ACT 

To add to and enlarge the powers and duties of the Railroad Commission 
of Louisiana, so as to give it control over and authority to regulate 
joint through rates and charges for freight transported by rail- 
roads and other common carriers, and for express matter carried, 
and telegraph messages and telephone communications transmitted, 
over two or more lines of railroads or other common carriers, ex- 
press, telegraph or telephone companies. 
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Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State o£ 
Louisiana, That po^^er and authority is hereby vested in and given to 
the Railroad CJommission of Louisiana, and it is hereby made it& duty 
to require all railroad, and other common carriers doing business in 
this State, upon the demand of any person or persons, firm, partnership 
or corporation to adopt and make, and thereafter, when necessary, to 
change, reasonable and just joint through rates and charges for the 
transportation of freight between points within this State, whether 
such shipments be made entirely by railroads or by water transporta- 
tion, or partly by railroads and partly by water, or whether, when made 
by railroads alone, such freight is forwarded in carloads or less than 
carload <;hipments. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That power and authority is 
hereby vested in and given- to the Railroad Commission of Louisiana, 
and it is hereby made its duty, to require all express, telegraph ana 
telephone companies or corporations doing business in this State, upon 
the demand of any person or persons, firm, partnership or corporation, 
to adopt and maike, and thereafter, when necessary, to change, reason- 
able and just joint through rates and charges for the carriage of express 
matter, and the transmission of messages by telegraph and communica- 
tions by telephone between points in this ^ate; provided, that nothing 
in this Act shall be construed to mean that any telephone or telegraph 
company shall be required to connect Its wires ana apparatus with the 
wires or apparatus of any other telephone or telegraph company. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That In the event of the failure 
of the railroads, and other common carriers, express, telegraph and tele- 
phone companies referred to in this Act, to establish reasonable joint 
through rates and charges for transportation of freight and express 
matter, and the transmission of communications by telegraph and tele- 
phone, it shall be the duty of the Railroad Commission of Louisiana, 
upon the application of any person, firm, partnership or corporation, to 
adopt and make such reasonable and just rates and charges for the trans- 
portation of freight carried over the lines o*. two or more connecting 
railroads or other connecting common carriers, or for the transportation 
over the lines of two or more connecting express companies, or the 
transmission of communications over two or more connecting telephone 
or telegraph lines in this State; and all such rates and charges thus 
adopted, made and established by the Railroad Commission of Louisi- 
ana, shallgo into effect within thirty (30) days after the same shall 
have been promulgated by publication In the official journal of said 
Commission, and written or telegraphic notice given to such companies. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc.. That before the promulgation of 
such rates and charges thus adopted by the Railroad Commission ot 
Louisiana, said Commission shall notify the railroads and other com- 
mon carriers, express, telegraph and telephone companies interested, ot 
the proposed schedule of joint through rates to be promulgated by the 
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Railroad Commission of Louisiana, and shall allow them thirty (30) 
days thereafter to agree upon a division of the charges provided for In 
0uch schedule. If such companies or corporation^ fail to agree upon a 
division, and notify the Commission thereof, it shall, after a hearing of 
the companies or corporations interested, decide the matter and de- 
termine how such division should be made. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, etc.. That all laws and parts of laws 
inconsistent or in conflict with this Act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.

AN ACT 
To declare pipe lines common carriers, and to place them under control 
and regulation of the Railroad Commission of Louisiana. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, That all pipe lines, through which gases, oil, or other liquids 
are conveyed from one point in the State to another point in the State, 
for a consideration, are hereby declared to bo common carriers, and are 
placed under the control of and subject to regulation by the Railroaa 
Commission of Louisiana. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That the power and author- 
ity is hereby vested in the Railroad Commission of Louisiana, and it is 
hereby made its duty to adopt, change, or make reasonable and just 
charge^ or regulations to govern and regulate all pipe lines in this 
State, through which gases, or other liquids are conveyed from one 
point in the State to another point in the State for a consideration. 
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Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc.. That all laws or parts of laws 
Inconsistent or in conflict with this A<;t be, and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.

^PROCEEDINGS BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 



Manner of Filing Complaints and Answers. 

1. All complaints and applications to have hearings before the 
Railroad Commission upon any question arising under the law creaiting 
said Commission shall be in writing and in duplicate^ and no verbal 
complaint or application will be entertained by said Oommissi<m. 

2. Such complaint or application shall contain a brief statement 
of facts and be signed by the complainants or applicants. Complaints, 
may be sent at any time to the Secretary of the Commifision at Batoik 
Rouge. 

3. If st^h complaint or application contain matters, which in ther 
judgment of the Commission, require investigation, the Secretary shall, 
file the same by placing his file mark thereon with the proper number,, 
enter the same on the docket and notify the parties. 

4. When any complaint is made to the «^ommission of any viola- 
tion of the provisions of the Articles of the Constitution creating this 
Commission, or the Regulations established under said Article, or by 
this OommiBsion, or Acts of the L#egislature with the enforcement of 
which the Commission is charged, and it shall appear that there are 
reasonable grounds for invtestigation, and such party complained ot 



*A booklet containing forms for making out complaints and petitions an<X 
stating the mode of procednre before the Commission, will be furnished upon 
application to the Secretary, W. M. Barrow, Baton Bouge, La. 
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shall fail to satisfy said complain<t, after being notified of the com- 
plaint, as provided in Rule No. 3, a notice shall be issued to such party 
to appear before the Commission ait the place and time named in the 
notice to answer such complaint. Said notice shall be issued Dy the 
Secretary and attested by the seal of the Commission, and the party 
notified shall be allowed at least five days after service before he 
shall be required to appear and answer.

6. The party or parties to any complaint or application, and party 
complained of, may appear before the Commission in person or by 
counsel. 

Decisions, Orders, Rehearings. 

7. Decisions and orders of the Commission shall become effective after 
ten judicial days have elapsed from the day they are rendered, ami 
either party shall have a right, at any time wdthin the said delay, to 
;:apply for a rehearing, by filing, in writing, with the Secretary of the 
^Commission, at Baton Rouge, three copies of a petition, setting (forth 
substantially the reasons for which he is dissatisfied with the decision 
,.^r order of the Commission. 

The foregoing rule shall not refer or apply to orders imposing fines 
. or penalties for violation of rules or orders of the Commission. All 
.orders Imposing such fines and penalties shall becx>me immediately op- 
erative and enforcible. 

Public Sessions. 

8. The general sessions of the Commission will be held at its 
office in Baton Rouge, on soich days and at such hours as the Commis- 
sion may designate. Sessions for receiving, considering and acting 
upon complaints, petitions and other communications, and also for con- 
sidering and acting upon any business of the Commission, may be held 
at any time that a quorum of the Commission may be present, all 
Commissioners having been previously notified. 

Special Sessions. 

9. Special sessions may be held at other places when in the judg- 
ment of the Commission the public Interests require it.

GENERAL RULES. 



Tariffs, and Rules and Regulations. 

10. Section 1. Each carrier doing business within the State ot 
Louisiana shall print and keep posted at each of its respective stati<ms 
where there are agents employed, a copy of the Rules and Regulations 
adopted by the Commission, together with a copy of the Schedule of 
Freight and Passenger Rates prescribed or authorized for said carrier 
by the ' Ckmimlssion, also a copy of the Commission's Classification, 
and a table of distances between stations, giving name of each station, 
ajid whenever any change in said schedule of Rates or Classification is 
authorized, a copy thereof shall immediately be furnished the office of 
the Commission, and shall also be posted in the same manner as above 
by the carrier. 

Notices in Waiting Roonns. 

Sec. 2. All railroad companies operating in Louisiana shall here- 
after be required to have printed in large type, and' kept posted in a 
conspicuous place in each waiting room at depots in Louisiana the 
following: 

"NOTICE. 

'*A11 rules and regulations of the Railroad Commission of Louisiana 
are on file with the agent at this office. All tariffs of this company, 
authorized by the Commission, applying on local or joint through ship- 
ments, are on file In this office for the Inspection of the public. 

"All agents are required under the Commission's rules to bulletin 
trains when late; to furnish drinking water to passengers; to keep 
waiting rooms clean and well lighted, and to have them heated when 
necessary. 

"The Railroad Commission of Louisiana would appreciate the prompt 
reporting to its office at Baton Rouge, La., the failure of any agent to 
comply with these requirements." 

At places where passenger and freight depots are separate, the no- 
tice relative to tariffs may be omitted In passenger depots, and the 
notice relative to posting bulletin boards when trains are late may 
be omitted In freight depots. 

Rates Apply in Either Direction. 

11. The rates prescribed by the Commission shall (except In cases 
specified) apply In either direction. 

Furnishing Books and Papers for Inspection. 

12. It shall be the duty of each carrier doing business in the 
State to furnish for inspection to the Commission upon demand any 
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books or papers in posseesion of said carrier or certified copy of any 
paper in the possession of said carrier at the discretion of the Commis- 
sion. 

Contracts and Agreements. 

13. Carriers are required to submit to the Commission for inspec- 
tion and correction certified copies of all contracts and agreements as 
to rates with other carriers. 

Rebates. 

14. There shall be no secret reduction of rates of freight, pas- 
senger fares or other tolls, and no rebate, drawback, or other advantage 
in any form shall be given or paid, either directly or indirectly, upon 
8'hipments made or services rendered to any person not allowed to all 
persons, under like circumstances and conditions, but the same shall 
be uniform to all, and public. 

County Seats. 

15. All passenger trains must stop at poin.ts where court houses 
are located (except when specially excused by the Commission). 

Trains Must Leave Point of Origin on Time. 

16. All passenger carriers must promptly leave point of origin in 
accordance with advertised schedule. Trains may be held one hour for 
connections. 

Public Crossings. 

17. No trains shall obstruct a public road crossing or street for a 
greater length of time than ten minutes. 

18. Section 1. At all public road crossings or streets where ve- 
hicles cross same (outside of incorporated towns or cities) the space 
between the rails and a space of eighteen inches on the outside of each 
rail shall be raised to the level of the top of the rails by a filling ot 
plank, rock or gravel, and shall be kept in good condition at all times. 
Where crossings axe located under the track they shall also be kept 
in thorough repair, and drained. 

Sec. 2. At all places where a railroad crosses a public highway 
it shall be the duty of the railroad company to construct a ramp with 
an easy grade not greater thaYi five to one, and not less than fifteen 
feet wide, to be kept in good condition at all times by the railroad 
company. 

When made of dirt, the dirt used in the construction of the ramp 
must be taken from at least ten feet on either side of the ramp. 

(By "public highways" is meant such highways as are under the 
control of the Police Juries of the different parishes.) 
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General Offices. 

19. All carriers must have a general office in this State. By "gen- 
eral office" is meant an offi<:e in Louisiana where responsiibility can be 
fixed, and where all necessary information can be obtained by the 
Commission. 

Reporting Accidents. 

20. All accidents, in case of wrecks, where passengers or em- 
ployes are Injured or killed, shall be reported by the carriers to the 
office of this Ck>mmission at once, by telegraph, followed by a full 
written report. 

Bedding Cars. 

21. All stock cars shall be bedded at the expense of the carrier. 

Racl<ing Cars. 

22. All cars intended for the transportation of sugar cane shall 
be safe and suitably racked at the expense of the carrier. 

Switching Cars. 

♦23. No railroad company operating in the State of Louisiana shall 
refuse or decline to switch cars for any other railroad with which it 
connects, or any shipper, or consignee, at rates approved or established 
by the Ck)n[miission, whether such cars are loaded or empty, or whether 
such cars are to be loaded with freight to be shipped out of the State, 
or are loaded with freight shipped into the State. 

Receiving and Forwarding Cars. 

24. E*very railroad company in the State of Louisiana shall have 
the right, with its road, to intersect, connect with, or cross any other 
railroad, and shall receive and transport each other's passengers, ton- 
nage, and cars, loaded or empty, without delay or discrimination. 

RULES GOVERNING THE TRANSPORTATION OF PASSENGERS. 

Baggage. 

25. Each passenger shall be entitled to baggage not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty pounds. 

Trucks and Tarpaulins. 

26. All railroad companies operating in the State of Louisiana 
shall provide trucks and tarpaulins at all agency stations, for the 
proper handling of and protection to baggage which is being loaded or 



•This rule is being contested in the I'nlted States Courts, and pending 
decision is inoperative. 
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unloaded from trains, except when excused from doing so by the Com- 
mission. 

Ticket Rates. 

*27. No more than the regular passenger rates shall be charged 
where the ticket office of any station shall not have been open for a 
reasonable tim« before the departure from a station of the train upon 
which the passwiger intends to be transported. 

28. At Junction points, where the incoming trains arrive so near 
the leaving time of the outgoing train that it is not practicable for a 
passenger to procure a ticket, no more than the schedule of piissenger 
rates shall be charged. 

Conductors' Rates. 

29. Carriers are authorized to collect the exact mileage for pas- 
senger fares if they shall make the necessary change to enable them 
to do so; but if not, no more than the nearest amount ending in 5 or 
shall be charged. 

30. No carrier shall be allowed to charge more than ten cents for 
full or half fare between regular stations when the fare would be less 
than that amount. 

♦31. No more than the standard passenger tariff shall be charged 
passengers from flag stations or other stations where tickets are not 
kept on sale. 

32. When a railroad company has provided agents and offices, 
ready and open for the sale of tickets, and the passengers, for the 
want of proper diligence, fail to supply themselves therewith before 
getting on the train, then one cent per mile additional may be de- 
manded and collected up to and including a distance of fifty miles only. 

Commutation and Mileage Rates. 

33. Section 1. The Commission will consider applications for an 
advance or reduction in the standard tariff for the transportation ot 
passengers, but no change of rates will be of effect or put in force until 
authorized by the Commission; provided, that this rule shall not t>e 
construed as placing any restriction on the privilege of carriers to make 
special excursion rates, or to issue what are called "commutation" or 
"mileage tickets;" provided, no unjust discrimination is practiced. 

Sec. 2. Carriers have the right, under Rule No. 32, to make special 
excursion rates. Parties buying tickets at the point of origin of the 
excursion must not be discriminated against, ^nd all parties carried on 
the excursion train from the point of origin must be taken at the ex- 
cursion rate. If the excursion ticket is a round trip ticket it must

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be used under the conditions under which it is sold. Carriers are not 
compelled to take passengers returning on the excursion train from 
its point of destination unless such passengers are provided with an 
excursion ticket, but may collect in such cases the standard passenger 
fare without creating a discrimination. 

Ticket Offices. 

Sec. 3. Tickets on sale at any office in a city must be kept on sale 
&t the depot ticket office of the same carrier at the same prices. 

34. Section 1. Ticket offices must be opened thirty minutes before 
the schedule time of the departure of trains carrying passengers and 
kept open until their departure, and every facility for procuring tickets 
must be given passengers. 

Waiting Rooms. 

Sec. 2. A separate waiting room for white and colored 
passengers, sufficient for their comfort and convenience, shall be pro- 
vided at all such stations, and these waiting rooms shall be furnished 
with lights, and when the inclemency of the weather requires it, with 
fire. A substantial cooler must be placed in each waiting room, sup- 
plied with good and wholesome water. When it is impracticable to 
keep water in the waiting rooms, it may be kept in the agent's office 
and a printed or painted notice to that effect placed in a conspicuous 
place in the two waiting rooms. There shall be connected with each 
of these waiting rooms a ladies' toilet. Ladies' toilets will be considered 
as connected with the waiting rooms if the walks thereto are walled up 
on each side and open into the waiting rooms. 

Connections. 

35. All connecting carriers which are under the management and 
control by lease, ownership or otherwise, of one and the same com- 
pany, or connecting with a different company, shall be required to make 
close connection whenever practicable. 

Bulletin Boards. 

36. It shall be the duty of each carrier to place a bulletin board 
in a conspicuous place at every telegraph station along its line, with 
the following sign on or above each board: 'Trains Not Bulletined 
Are on Time." 

E)ach board shall contain the schedule of the arrival and departure 
of all passenger trains regularly stopping at a station. Whenever a 
passenger train is late fifteen minutes or more, the time of arrival 
shall be bulletined thirty minutes in advance of the schedule time, and 
every thirty minutes of time additionally lost shall be re-bulletined. 
All Buch notices shall be erased immediately after the departure of 
trains. 
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Handling Baggage. 

37. All carriers shall provide such means or appliances as may 
be necessary to secure the careful handling of and to prevent injury to 
baggage. At all stations where no proper appliances are supplied, and 
no regular depot hand is employed, the train hands shall be required to 
assist the baggage master, and handle all baggage with care. 

Safety Cords. 

38. All railroad companies, in addition to the usual bell cord, shall 
place a safety cord in each coach of the regular passenger train, run- 
ning through the entire length of same. 

Sleeping Cars. 

39. It shall be the duty of sleeping car companies, at all stations, 
on the stopping of trains, to have one door of each of their cars open 
for the entrance and exit of passengers and require the porter to have 
a step ready for the convenience of passeners desiring to enter or leave 
the car. 

Notifying Passengers of Delays. 

40. Whenever there is, by reason of accident or otherwise, a break 
or obstruction on any railroad, which shall delay any passenger train 
on said railroad, it shall be the duty of said road to have the same bul- 
letined at all stations at and between the said passenger train and the 
place so obstructed, and the conductor or any employe under the direc- 
tion of the conductor, shall give notice of eaid obstruction to the pas- 
sengers taking trains at the different stations before leaving same, as 
well as those already on the train, of the delay that will probably be 
caused. 

Heating Cars. — Ice Water. 

41. All passenger carriers shall provide safe and adequate heating 
appliances, and shall keep the passenger compartments sufficiently 
warm to make the passengers comfortable. An adequate supply ot 
good and wholesome ice water must be supplied in all such compart- 
ments. 

All railroads operating in the State of Louisiana must fumisti 
clean, clear water in the tanks of all sleeping cars and day coaches, 
whether for drinking or other purposes. 

Separate Compartments for White and Colored Passengers. 

42. Each cannier shall furnish separate compartments for the ac- 
commodation of white and colored passengers; providing, howevw", 
that this shall not apply to colored maids or servants in charge of white 
children. 
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Redeeming Tickets. 

43. Any ticket or unused pertlon of any ticket shall be redeemed 
by the carrier on presentation at the oflftce where said ticket was sold, 
or at the general office of the company; provided, that in such redemp- 
tion a deduction of the standard tariff rate for the mileage traveled 
9hall be made. 

Changing Form of Tickets. 

44. No form or style of ticket In use by any carrier in this State 
shall be withdrawn without the consent of this Commission. 



RULES GOVERNING THE TRANSPORTATION OF FREIGHT. 

Raiiroads Under One Management or Control. 

45. All connecting railroads or other carriers, which are under 
the management and control, by lease, ownership, or otherwise of one 
and the same company for purposes of transportation, shall, in applying 
the tariffs of this Commission, be considered as constituting but one 
and the same carrier, and the rates shall be computed as upon parts 
of one Mid the same carrier, unless otherwise specified. 

Local Shipments. 

46. All shipments moving locally rbetween points in Louisiana 
are subject to the ra4:es, rules and regulations adopted by the Railroad 
Commission of Louisiana, unless there is issued at the time of ship- 
ment at the place the shipment originates, or at the nearest agency 
station thereto, through interstate bill of lading to the flnaU point ot 
destination of the shipment, or such a bill of lading as may be ex- 
changed for a ship's' bill of lading at a place of export. 

Joint Through Rates. 

46. a. Joint through rates are those authorized, or ordered put 
in, by the Railroad Commission of Louisiana, which shall apply on 
shipments moving between two points in the S<tate of Louisiana, over 
two or more rail or water lines or routes, not under the same manage- 
ment or control. 

Established Rates. 

b. To establish joint through ra/tes, carriers must obtain the au- 
thority for the rates proposed by them from the Railroad Commission 
of Louisiana. 

c. No joint through rates will be considered established by the 
carriers parties thereto which shall not first have been submitted to 
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the Railroad Oomimisslon for their approval, and the Commiss ion's 
authori-ty therefor shall have been issued and printed on the tariffs. 

d. When no joint through rates have been established as above 
provided, the Commission will, upon request of any interested party, 
establish and order put in 9uch reasonable joint through rates as they 
may consider necessary, after hearing of parties interested. 

Rates To Be Applied Where No Rates Have Been Established. 

e. Where no joint through rates have been established between 
points in Louisiana, by being authorized by the Commission, or ordered 
put in, then in no case shall the joint through rates exceed the sums of 
the lowest mileage rates applying on each line over which shipment 
moves, less 10 per cent. 

Approval of Tariffs. 

f. All joint through tariffs in use December 1, 1904, which have 
not been authorized by the Commission since July 25, 1904 (except 
those which are in contest before the Commission, or rates about 
which complaint has been made), are hereby approved by the Com- 
mission, subject to the same rulee and regulations as apply to single 
line rates, and copies of all such tariffs must be submitted to the 
Commission at once for authority number and filing. 

Rates from Competing Points. 

g. When there are two or more lines between any two points in 
Louisiana, having through connections, the lowest rate establishea 
between such points shall be charged by the other lines accepting 
freight for transportation between said points. Rates from Interme- 
diate stations will not be affected by this ruling. 

Lowest Combination of Mileage Rates Must Be Used. 

h. In figuring joint through rates between points in Louisiana, 
all rail lines shall use the lowest published mileage rates on any com- 
modity, less 10 per cent., using the short line mileage in all cases where 
a point may be reached by two or more routes. Whenever the mileage 
rates on any railroad in the State are reduced, after the publication ot 
rates computed as specified above, then all published rates affected 
thereby must be revised so as to conform to this rule. 

Minimum Charges. 

i. Actual weights must be charged for in all cases, except that 
the minimum charge to be collected on single shipments over two lines 
shall be 40 cents, and over three or more lines, 60 cents. 

Distances for Changing Freight Rates. 

47. Since a separate rate can not be conveniently given for every 
possible distance, the law authorizes the Commission to ascertain 
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what shall be the limits of longer and shorter disrtances, five (5) miles 
has, accordingly, heen fixed as the limit for a change of freight rates 
for all distances less than one hundred miles; and ten (10) miles for 
all distances over one hundred miles. The CJommission reserves the 
right, however, to correct the charge in extreme cases which wort 
hardships, although the same may not violate the letter of its rules. 

48. For a distance under twenty miles or over 250 miles, a reduc- 
tion of rates may be meude without mailing a change at all stations 
short of 250 miles; provided, however, that when any carrier shall 
make a reduction of rates for a distance of over 250 miles, the same 
&hall apply to similar distances on all the roads controlled by the same 
company, and in no case shall more be charged for a less than a greater 
distance, except as in Rule 47. 

Rates from Competing Points. 

49. When there are between any two points two or more oompeJting 
carriers not under the same management or in the same system, the 
lunger line or water routes, in order to give said points the benefit ot 
competition, may reduce the rates between said two points below the 
standard tariff, without making a corresponding reduction at all 
stations or landings along the lines of said roads or water routes; 
provided, said reduction shall not jnake the rates less than the stand- 
ard tariff rates for the shortest line between said points; provided, 
further, that before taking effect, the proposed changes of rates shaii 
be submitted to and approved by this Commission. (Exceptions to this 
rule are made in shipments to and from Alexandria, Baton Rouge, 
Lake Charles, Monroe, New Orleans and Shreveport.) 

Long and Short Haul. 

50. No freight rates in this State shall be changed without the 
fons-ent of this Commission; provided, however, that where the CJon- 
stituiion is violated by charging more for a shorter than for a longer 
distance, such overcharge »hall be reduced for the shorter distance to 
make same conform to law. 

Minimum Charge on Line. 

51. All shipments shall be charged for at actual weight and rate, 
With a minimum of 25 cents when the shipment moves over one road. 

Blockading Cars. 

52. No carrier doing business in this State shall permit a blockade 
of any class of freight on account of any arrangement existing between 
it and other carriers as to the transportation of freight, according to 
percentage or otherwise. 
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Notice of Arrival of Freight. 

53. All oarriers shall give prompt notice by mail or otherwise 
to consignee of the arrival of goods, together with the weigM and 
amount of freight charges due thereon; and when goods or freight of 
any kind in carload quantities arrive, said notice must contain letters 
or initials of the car, number of the car, net weight, and amount of 
freight charges due on the same. 

Selecting Route. 

54. The right of a shipper to direct by what carrier or carriers 
in this State his shipments shall be transported shall ibe observed by 
all carriers. No carrier shall decline or refuse to transport any article 
proper for transportation. 

55. All carriers shall, on demand of consignee, at stations where 
there are agents, insert plainly on all bills of lading or expense bills, 
the date of the receipt of the freight, the name of article, the weight, 
if possible, of the freight, the class, and the rate authorized. 

Issuing Freight Receipts. 

56. Section 1. All carriers shall upon demand issue duplicate 
freight receipts to all shippers of freight, in which shall be stated the 
class or classes of freight shipped^ freight charges over the railroad 
or water route issuing such receipt, and as liar as practicable shall 
state the charges upon the same over the connecting roads or water 
routes transporting such freight; and in all oases the carrier receiving 
such freight shipped shall be held responsible for the prompt and safe 
delivery of same to its point of destination within a reasonable time 
lequired for Its transportation, which reasonable length of time shall 
l>e determined after due investigation by the Commission. When the 
consignee of such freight presents the carrier's receipt to the agent 
of the carrier last transporting said freight, such agent shall deliver 
the articles shipped, upon the payment of the rates charged for the 
class of freight as stipulated in said carrier's receipt; but no part of 
freight bills need be paid by consignee until all the freight is delivered 
or carrier makes good that portion of freight not delivered. 

Sec. 2. No railroad or other transportation company operating in 
Louisiana shall insert in any bill of lading or freight receipt issued 
by it, any language limiting or modifying its liabilites or responsibili- 
ties for loss or damage to cotton by flre, transported between any two 
points in Louisiana. 

Payment of Claims — Railroads. 

57. In eJl cases of claims against oarriers for loss or damage to 
freight, delivering carrier must settle for same within ninety (90) days 
at point of destination, or at the point of shipment, as the claimant 
may elect. 
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Overcharges. 

58. Section 1. All overcharges on freight by any carrier shall 
be settled within thirty days after demand by consignee or hi9 repre- 
sentative, upon the agent at the delivering depot or landing, or at 
point of shipment, as the claimant may elect. Whenever any over- 
charge on freight has been made on a shipment over two or more 
railroads or water routes, or any part of two or more roads or water 
routes, it shall be settled by the delivering carrier. If the overcharge 
is made on a shipment to a flag station, the denuind may be made on 
the agent at the regular station to which the same wa& billed. 

Payments of Claims — Express Companies. 

59. All claims for loss of, or damage to, express matter, shall be 
settled, or denied, within ninety (90) days from the date they are tiled 
with the delivery company; provided, that all overcharges shall be 
promptly refunded by the agent of the delivering company. 

Freight Depots. 

60. All freight depots must be kept open each day (Sunday and 
legal holidays excepted), for the receiving and delivering of freight 
between the hours of 7 a. m. and 5 p. m., with an intermission from 
12 m. to 1 p. m. 

Freight depots may be closed at 1 o'clock p. m. on Saturdays 
during the months of May, June, July, August and September of each 
year. 

Delays in Transporting Shipments. 

61. No carrier shall, for any cause, subject any article of freight 
to unreasonable delay in receiving, delivering or forwarding the same 
to its destination. 

Conflict Between Class and Commodity Rates. 

62. Whenever there is a conflict between class and commodity 
rates, or between mileage rates and commodity rates, for the trans- 
portatl<m of freight between any two points in Louisiana, the lowest 
rate in effect shall <be charged. 

Date Authorized Rates Become Effective. 

63. All authorities for rates, issued by the Commission, may be 
made effective at once, or as soon after the date of issuance as possible; 
but In no case later than ten days after the date of the Commission's 
authority, unless otherwise specified. 
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RULES GOVERNING THE FURNISHING OF CARS BY RAILROADS, 
AND THE PENALTY FOR FAILURE TO COMPLY. 

64. Section 1. Railroad companies, except for reasonable cause 
of delay (to establis'li which the burden of proof shall be upon the 
carrier), must furnish cars to shippers, suitable for the transportation 
of the freight desired to be shipped, at a designated place for loading, 
if possible, otherwise at the most convenient point nearest shipper's 
loading place, within five days after written notice to the agent of the 
company, at the nearest station to said loading place; provided, the 
said notice shall be in writing and shall show name of shipper, char- 
acter and destination of the freight, and be accompanied by a deposit 
of five dollars for each car ordered, which amount shall be returned to 
the shipper immediately upon demand upon the agent, after loading 
the car or cars, or applied to the payment of the freight, as the shipper 
may elect. Provided, further, that no shipper may, under this order, 
demand more than two cars for each period of five days. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a shipper in Louisiana desires cars for the pur- 
pose of shipping perishable freight, such as ice, green vegetables, and 
other articles requiring prompt transportation, it shall be the duty ot 
railroad companies to furnish one car every forty-eight hours, after 
receiving forty-eight hours' written notice, accompanied tby a deposit 
of five dollars for each car ordered, as provided in Section 1. 

Sec 3. Companies failing .to furnish oars within the specified 
time, except for reasonable cause of delay, shown by the carrier, shall 
pay to the person making a demand for cars, as provided by Sections 
1 and 2, a demurrage charge of one dollar per day, for each car or frac- 
tion thereof, exclusive of Sundays and legal holidays, to be computed 
from 7 a. m. of the fifth day after written demand, made in the manner 
and form as provided by Section 1. 

Sec. 4. The demurrage in such cases iissessed against the carrier 
shall be paid by the agent at the depot where notice for cars is given, 
within thirty days from the filing of claim. 

Sec. 5. After the car or cars ordered have been placed in posi- 
tion for loading, the person applying for the same shall load the oar 
or cars within forty-eight hours, and upon failure to do so, shall for- 
feit and pay to the railroad company a demurrage charge of one dollar 
per day for each car not loaded within the time above specified. 

Sec. 6. The demurrage In such cases assessed against shipper shall 
be retained from the amount deposited with the agent at the time the 
order Is given for care. 

Sec. 7. These rules shall apply only to box, fiat, stock and coal 
cars of usual and ordinary dimensions. Railroad companies shall not 
be required to furnish cars of special design. 

65. Whenever a party has received products for concentration or 
manufacture at rates authorized or established by the Railroad Com- 
mission of Louisiana providing for refunds to be made when the orig- 
inal product or a certain percentage of the manufactured product Is 
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reshipped via the carrier on whose line the shipment originated, and 
the said party tenders to the ori^nating carrier the return shipments, 
either of the original, or the manufactured products, at the rate or 
two carltMids every five days, and the said carrier fails to furnish cars 
for the loading and movement of such shipments, -then the party re- 
ceiving the shipments for concentration or manufacture may ship via 
another line, and shall be entitled to all refunds which may be due 
when such shipments are tendered. 

Rules Governing Erection and Location of Depots. 

66. No change of freight or passenger depots or flag stations fropi 
their present location, or suspension of the sale of tickets, or the re- 
ceiving or forwarding of freights from stations now in use for such 
purpose, will foe permitted without the consent of this Commission. 

67. Permission for the location of depots and the construction 
of same must ibe secured from this Commission. Application for such 
permits must be accompanied by all information necessary for a full 
and proper understanding of all interests to be affected thereby. The 
Commission reserves the right to pajss upon the location of all switches 
and spurs. 

Switches and Spurs. 

68. No switches or spurs in use in this State shall be removed 
or abandoned without the consent of this Commission. 

Tariffs and Rules Governing Telegraph Companies. 

69. No telegraph company shall charge or collect more than 
twenty-five (25) cents for any message of ten words or less, exclusive 
of date, address and signature, between any two points on its lines 
within the limits of the State, nor more than two cents for each addi- 
tional word on any day message, nor more than one cent fior each addi- 
tional word on a night message. 

70. All messages offered for transmission must be promptly tor- 
warded and delivered. 

71. No telegraph office where messages are received and trans- 
mitted shall be discontinued or abolished wiithout first obtaining tne 
consent of this Commission, upon an application, duly filed by said com- 
pany desiring such discontinuance, wherein shall be stated the reasons 
therefor. 



TARIFFS AND RULES GOVERNING TELEPHONE COMPANIES. 
Rate for Written Messages. 

72. No telephony company shall charge or collect more than 
twenty-five cents for any written message of ten words or less, exclu- 
sive of date, address and signature, between any two points on its 
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lines within tiie limits of the State, nor more than two cents for each 
additional word on any day message, nor more than one cent for each 
additional word on a night message. 



GENERAL RULES. 

73. All messages offered for transmission must be promptly for- 
warded and delivered. 

74. No telephone office where messages are received and trans- 
mitted shall be discontinued or abolished without first obtaining the 
consent of this Ck>mmission upon an application duly filed by the said 
company desiring such discontinuance, wherein shall be stated the 
reasons therefor. 

75. There shall be no. increase in the rates charged for rent of in- 
struments, or for the use of public station instruments for conversation, 
without the consent of this Ck)mmi8sion; nor shall any rates be put in 
force at new exchanges, or on new toll lines, or elsewhere, before said 
rates shall have been authorized by this Commission. 

76. No subscriber shall be hindered in the enjoyment of telephone 
communication, nor shall instruments be removed from the premises of 
subscribers except for failure to pay tariff rates authorized by this 
Commission. 

77. Long distance toll rates from exchanges shall commence from 
the long distance toll board, and shall be the same for all subscribers 
to the exchange with which they are connected, regardless of the dis- 
tance from the subscriber's telephone to the exchange. 

78. Where subscribers wish nickel-plated desk set telephones in- 
stalled, or an expensive form of cabinet telephone, telephone companieb 
will be permitted to charge for same, twenty-five cents per month, over 
and above the regrular charge for service with standard instrument. 

79. Beyond one and one-half miles, and within three miles from 
exchanges, party lines will be installed and maintained at the exchange 
rate authorized by the Commission for direct lines within the limits of 
one and one-half miles. 

80. For direct line service outside of one and a half miles from 
the exchange, and inside of three miles, the rate shall be the authorized 
direct line rate, and twenty-five cents per month additional for each 
half mile, or fraction thereof, beyond one mile and a half from the ex- 
change. 

81. Telephone companies shall hereafter be allowed to make con- 
tracts with new subscribers desiring telephone service, to keep the 
telephones for a period of twelve months from date of beginning of 
service, at rates authorized by the Commission for the class of service 
desired. If any party desires telephone service for a less period of 
time than twelve months, it shall be furnished at the rates authorised 
by the Commission for the class of service desired; provided, the party 
desiring service pays the actual cost of installation. 
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82. Parties desiring to become subscribers to one exchange at the 
authorized rate, and to be also connected with another exchange, shall, 
in addition to the exchange rate in whose radius he is located, pay no 
more than forty cents per mile per month for each mile, air line dis- 
tance, between the two exchanges with which he is connected; provided, 
the subscriber shall contract for the two exchange service for a period 
of one year or more. The provisions of this rule do not apply to the 
city of New Orleans. 

83. Telephone companies may enter into special contracts for ^er- 
vlce of an extraordinary or irregular nature, such as operating branch 
exchanges in hotels, constructing and maintaining extra hazardous 
lines, and for special service, at rates authorized by the Commission, 
for such period of time as may be agreed upon between the contracting 
parties; provided, copies of all such contracts for special service shall 
be filed with the Commission. 

84. The "exchange radius" shall be and is established at one and 
one-half miles from the telephone exchange, except in towns or cities 
where the corporation limits are further from the exchange than one 
and one-half miles, in which case the exchange radius shall be the 
corporation limits. 

By "exchange radius'' is meant that limit or distance from each 
exchange, within which subscribers to the exchanges are to receive 
telephone service at the rates approved or established by the Commis- 
sion for the different exchanges throughout the State. 

85. When a subscriber on an individual or direct line, outside of 
the exchange radius of any exchange in Louisiana, desires a second or 
third telephone placed on the direct line, the ra^e for such second or 
third telephone shall be the party line rate for country service for con- 
nection with the exchange from which the subscriber is served. 

86. Hereafter, no telephone company operating in the State of 
Louisiana shall connect more than five subscribers on any country line 
in the State. 

No lines now having more than five subscribers shall be disturbed 
or discontinued, without the consent and authority of the Railroad. 
Commission of Louisiana. 



MISCELLANEOUS RULES. 
Official Journal. 

87. The Daily State, a newspaper published in Baton Rouge, Lou- 
isiana, which has been designated as the OfDcial Journal of the State of 
Louisiana, is hereby declared to be the Official Journal of the Railroad 
Commission of Louisiana, and publication of any and all orders, rules, 
regulations, or rates in the said Journal will be official notice to all 
whom they may concern. 
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Annual Report. 

88. Annual reports shall be required from all Railroad, Steam- 
boat and other Water Craft, Express, Telephone, Telegraph and Sleep- 
ing Car Companies, to be filed -with this Commission on or by the 15th 
day of September of each year. These reports to cover the fiscal year 
ending June 30, of each year. 

Time Tables. 

89. All carriers in Louisiana shall furnish to the Railroad Com- 
mission a complete list of their working schedules, together with 
copies of such schedules, and shall furnish the Commission with new 
schedules whenever changes are made, as soon as such schedules are 
received from the printer. 

Changing Rules. 

90. The Commission reserves the right to suspend or modify the 
enforcement of any of its Rules and Regulations at its discretion. 
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Applying at All Points in the State of Louisiana 
Where Car Service Applies. 

(As Adopted and Revised by the Railroad Commission of Louisiana.) 
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CAR SERVICE RULES 
FOR POINTS IN LOUISIANA WHERE CAR SERVICE APPLIES. 



Rule No. 1. 



Section 1. All freight in cars loaded or unloaded by consignors or 
consigrneee, taking track delivery, is subject to car service charges. 

Sec. 2. Railroad companies shall give prompt notice, by mail or 
otherwise, to consignee of arrival of goods, together with weight and 
amount of freight charges due thereon; and when goods or freight of 
any kind in carload quantities arrive, said notice must contain letters 
or initials of car, number of car, weight and amount of freight charges 
due on the same. Gar service charges will be assessed if the goods are 
not removed in conformity with the following rules and regulations. 
No car service charges, however, shall in any case be allowed, unless 
legal notice of the arrival has been given to the owner or consignee 
thereof by the railroad company. 

Rule No. 2. 

Definition of Legal Notice. 

Le^l notice referred to in these rules may be either actual or 
constructive. Where the consignee is personally served with notice 
of arrival of freight, free time begins at 7 o'clock a. m. on the day after 
such legal notice has been given. 

CJonstructive notice referred to consists of posting notice by mail 
to the consignee; provided, however, that in any case, where notice of 
arrival is given by mail, the consignee will make oath that neither he, 
his agents, or employees have received such notice, then no car service 
charge shall be made until after legal notice as above specified is given. 

Rule No. 3. 

Section 1. 'On all freigjit subject to car service charges except 
bananas, cocoanuts, coal, coke, bulk meats, watermelons and grain for 
elevators, two days or forty-eight hours will be allowed free of charge. 

Sec. 2. **Bananas and cocoanuts, when cars are placed for load- 
ing, will be allowed five days free of charge. Exempt when loaded by 
Importers. 

Sec. 3. On ears containing coal and coke three days' storage will 
be allowed in addition to the forty-eight hours for unloading, except 
when order for placing is given or bulk is broken within three days, 
in which case but forty-eight hours will be allowed from the time of 
placing or the breaking of bulk. 

Sec. 4. On cars containing watermelons five days, or one hundred 
and twenty hours, will be allowed free of charge. 



*NoTE — When both cars and track are owned by the same party, cars will 
be released when placed. 

••Free time on bananas and cocoanuts applies at New Orleans only. 
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Sec. 6u On cars containing bulk meats four days, or ninety-six 
hours, will be allowed free of charge. 

Sec. 6. On all cars containing export freight, ten days free of 
charge will be allowed. 

Rule No. 4. 

Section 1. At the expiration of the free time allowed a charge of 
one dollar per car per day, or fraction thereof, shall be made and col- 
lected upon all cars subject to car service charges, Sundays and legal 
holidays excepted. 

Sec. 2. When both cars and tracks are owned by the same party 
no charge will be made; but when private cars are detained on the 
tracks of other firms or individuals, or on the tracks belonging to or 
operated by railroad companies, or cars belonging to the latter upon 
private tracks, the established charge of one dollar per car per day, or 
fraction thereof, will apply. 

Rule No. 5. 

Section 1. Cars containing freight for delivery are to be placed 
immediately upon the payment of freight charges, or as soon thereafter 
as the ordinary routine of yard work will permit. 

Sec. 2. The delivery of cars ordered to private tracks shall be 
considered to have been effected when such cars have been placed on 
tracks designated, or if such track or tracks be full, when the road 
offering the cars would have made delivery had such track permitted. 

Sec. 3. When any consignee shall receive four or more cars dur- 
ing any one day, said cars in excess of three shall be allowed twenty- 
four hours additional free time. 

Rule No. 6. 

When any railroad company fails to deliver or to place loaded ears 
at an accessible place for unloading, within twenty-four hours (not in- 
cluding Sundays and legal holidays), computed from 7 a. m. the day 
after the arrival of same, the shipper or consignee shall be paid one 
dollar per day, or fraction thereof, for each day said delivery is so de- 
layed; provided, that when the car or cars are handled by more than 
one railroad company, forty-eight hours additional shall be allowed. 

(Eixplanation of Application of Rule 6.) 

Upon completion of a contract of affreightment as expressed in the 
bill of lading by delivery of the freight upon direction of the consignee 
by the carrying line to any connecting line for transfer within the 
switching limits of consigned destination the carrying line is absolved 
from further liability. 

Rule No. 7. 

Cars detained at any point within the limits of the Louisiana Car 
Service Association by reason of being billed to order and awaiting bills 
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of lading and instructions as to disposition by shippers or consignee 
are subject to car service charges, under these rules, and the car service 
must be collected before the delivery of the freight. 

Rule No. 8. 

Cars detained on account of neglect of consignors to furnish ship- 
ping instructions, or detained on account of error in shipping instruc- 
tions, or detained by reason of improper, unsafe, or excessive loading, 
shall be subject to car service charges under the rules; provided, con- 
signor or his agent has been promptly notified of the cause of detaining 
same. 

Rule No. 9. 

It shall be optional with any line to decline to receive loaded cars 
unless accompanied by billing Instructions. If such billing directions 
axe not bona fide, the Car Service Rules will "be enforced on such cars 
by the agent of the receiving road. If the contents of such cars are 
transferred into cars of receiving road before final directions are fur- 
nished by shipper, the car service charge will continue on the cars into 
which the freight is transferred. In case any road can not receive 
freight from other lines, it shall promptly notify the delivering line of 
the inability to receive, so that the delivering line may so notify con- 
signor or consignee, who may make other disposition of the shipment. 
Should such cars remain on track after such notice to consignor or 
consignee, car service will be charged after the expiration of the free^ 
time allowed from the hour of such notice, and agents will refuse to 
deliver such cars until after all car service charges are paid. 

Rule No. 10. 

Consignees will not be allowed to detain cars more than forty-eight 
hours without charge, because they intend to reconsign shipment or to 
load such cars with other freight. Cars will not be subject to orders 
for loading, by the owners of the property contained therein, or any 
other shipper, until same are empty. 

Rule No. 11. 

On empty cars placed for loading a charge of one dollar, per car 
per day, or fraction thereof, will be made on all cars not loaded within 
forty-eight hours, computed from 7 o'clock a. m. of the day following 
the day said car or cars are placed. 

Rule No. 12. 

Railroad companies are authorized to increase the free period on 
any commodity as may be agreed upon between themselves whereby 
thie charges specified, in these rules may be lessened. 
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Rule No. 13. 

Railroad companies are authorized to unload and store property in 
public warehouses at the expense of the owner, if same is not removed 
from car before car service charges attach. 

Rule No. 14. 

When consignors ship goods consigned to themselves on order it 
shall be the duty of the railroad company to give legal notice to such 
consignees or persons to whom shipping directions order delivery. This 
notice may be addressed by mail to consignee at point of delivery, and 
car service will begin as in other cases of notice by mail ; and the mail- 
ing of such notice shall be sufficient legal notice' in such cases whether 
the consignee actually receives the same or not. 

Rule No. 15. 

Whenever the weather during the free period is so severe, inclem- 
ent or rainy that it is impracticable to secure means of removal, or 
where from the nature of the goods removal would cause injury or 
damage, such time shall be added to the free period, and no car service 
charges will be allowed for such additional time. This rule applies 
only to freight which can not be loaded or unloaded in stormy weather 
without damage thereto, but will not apply when the weather is con- 
tinuously fair, during the free time allowed for loading or unloading. 

Rule No. 16. 

When the consignee shall refuse to accept freight tendered in pur- 
suance of the bill of lading, the carrier charged with the duty of deliv- 
ery may give to the consignor legal notice of the refusal; and if he 
shall not, within three days thereafter, give directions for the reship- 
ment or unloading of such goods, he shall thenceforth become liable to 
such carrier for demurrage upon the car or cars in which they are 
stored to the same extent and at the same rate as such charges are now, 
under like circumstances by the rules of this Commission, imposed 
upon consignees who neglect or refuse, after notice of arrival, to re- 
move freigjit of like character from the cars of a carrier. 

The consignee who has once refused to accept a consignment of 
goods shall not thereafter be entitled to receive same except upon pay- 
ment of all charges for demurrage which would otherwise have accrued.
